TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE—THEORY AND GUIDELINES 
Sidney C. Sufrin 


Technical assistance to developing nations has been widely criticized and frequently 
misunderstood. Some criticisms have been valid, but many are beside the point, the 
author of this book believes. 

There has been a lack of a proper theoretical framework from which to evaluate 
programs. The orientation and direction of many programs have been vague. Little 
attention has been paid to finding the proper approach to use for each individual 
country. 

Professor Sufrin attempts in this book to supply the needed framework. He examines 
the economic and cultural barriers that have hampered acceptance of Western technology, 
and analyzes the reasons for the success or failure of a number of specific programs, 
using actual reports of aid technicians for case studies. 

Clear guidelines emerge as to the responsibilities of both host and donor countries 
if effective technical assistance programs are to be achieved. This down-to-earth 
discussion is of vital interest to anyone concerned at any level with the problems 
of technical assistance.
